paved road leading to New Philadelphia and Canton is reached. • 


Aid for this project should not be limited to those com-: 


munities in which it has originated. The citizens of both Co- 
fchocton and Tuscaravras counties are vitally interested. It isj 
& movement :n keeping with the spirit of the times. The whole j 
•world is awaking to the importance, to the vital need, of betterj 
transportation facilities in the rural communities and it Is onlyj 
when these movement•« are -eriously taken up by the residents; 
of remote communities like these that a real beginning has been 
made. 


The same activity should be shown for a high class road- 


way leading directly from this city thru Wills Creek and con- 
necting with the paved road beginning at the village of Adams- 
ville in 5Iuskingum-co. This, in turn, gives a large population in 
Coshocton-co direct connection with the National road and thus 
an impro\ed highway to :<li points east and \\e>t. 
This road 


has alreadj" been largely discussed by the local Automobile 
Club, county uiik lals and other interested citizen.- and is bound 
shortly to be built* It should be substantially built, for it will 
bring more trade to this city, or rather, it -will save more business 
which Coshocton now has, but which is beginning to be in- 
evitably diverted to Zanesxille, than any other road which can 
engage the attention of our people. 


The hopeful sign about road building in the last two or 
three years is the interest manifested by small interior com- 
munities. 
The fact at last is beginning to dawn upon com- 


munities like this where roadbuilding sentiment has been back- 
ward, THAT WHEN COSHOCTON-CO GETS GOOD ROADS 
BUILT AND AT A MINIMUM COST THEY WILL BE BUILT 
BY COSHOCTON-CO PEOPLE, WITH COSHOCTON-CO 
MONEY AND WITHOUT AID EITHER FROM THE FEDER- 
AL GOVERNMENT OR FROM THE STATE OF OHIO. 


This is not a rich community and it has some dis- 


advantages when it comes to the construction of good roads. 
jWe have a large county, with numerous hills and unruly rivers 
and creeks to contend with. On the other hand we have an 
abundance of the best roadbuilding material at our doors and 
sufficient wealth, if money appropriated for improved roads is 
judiciously and economically spent, to put every thoro'fare and 
practically every township road in the county in first class con- 
dition within the next fifteen years.

The' signs are 
propitious for an era of sane, economical roadbuilding in Co- 
shocton-co the like of which this generation has not known. 


Another significant fact appeared in the item referred to 


above. The Orange and Bakersville resident.-; who have launch- 
ed an organized movement for better roads elected a schooi 
man, R. E. Welling, principal of schools in the latter place, as 
their president. It was a wise selection not only in this indi- 
vidual case, for Mr. Welling is a H\e. energetic citizen, but it 
points the way to other communities. 


The principal of the local school* should be. both by 


temperament and by training, the best, or "one 
of the best, fitted 


men in the community for leadership in such vital movements as 
this for better transportation facilities. And there is no com- 
munity, great or small, in all our broad land, which is not in need 
of trained minds to assume the direction of projects of this na- 
ture.Who, ordinarily, is better qualified than the head of the 
Ifiucal schools? True, the first and most important duty of the 
teacher is to the youthful charges entrusted to his care. But if 
our rural communities would pay better salaiies. insist on more 
highly qualified men for school pnncipalships and in e\ery two- 
room school ha.e «ne male teacher, they would find that every 
dollar they had thu-- .-pent in additional salaries would in the 
end come back to them tenfold in a richer and hroadcr com- 
munity life, intellectually and spiritually.
